Brief Marine Statement 


"Ot 1:15 on the

dissident force" but other quarters 
here agreed with an official source 
in Nanking, who said they un- 
doubtedly were communist irre- 
gulars. 


The wounded were take by plane 


to the Marine hospital at Tientsin. 
All names were withheld pending 
notification of-kin. 


Biggest Toll in Months 


It was the biggest toll of Ma- 


rines exacted by armed clashes 
since the Americans moved back 
into Korth China after Japan's 
surrender. 


Last July 29, three Marines were 


killed and 12 were wounded by a 
communist ambush between Tient- 
sin and Peiping. The communists 
admitted this attack but maintain- 
ed the Marines were the agressors. 


Hsinho, scene of the fighting, is 


the last station before Tangku on 
the Tientsin-Tangku railway. 
Tangku serves as the coastal rail- 
head for the Peiping-Tientsin rail- 
way. 


The attack occurred just three 


days before 369 Americans of the 
disbanded truce headquarters at 
Peiping were scheduled to board a 
train for Tangku on the way back 
to. the United States. 


Nanking sources said the attack 


might prompt the Americans to 
fly to Tangku, but truce head- 
quarters officials in Peiping sai.d 
there was no immediate intention 
of changing plans. 


The assault also followed by 


three days the announcement of 
Adm. Charles M. Cooke Jr., cam- 
mander of U. S. Naval forces of 
the Western Pacific, that the 
Marines were being withdrawn 
from North China as rapidly. as 
possible. 


An estimated 8,000 to 10.000 


Marines still are in North China. 
Several thousand of these are like- 
ly to remain at Tsingtao, the 
Shantung province port to the 
south.

ing to force a showdown discus- 
sion on the government problem, 
but most diplomats were agreed 
that no effective moves' to set up 
a central government in Germany 
could be made until basic econo- 
mic questions had been settled. 


This fact was seen as highlight- 


ing the extent of the stalemate 
blocking any action ' on 
current 


German problems — which 
would 


be merely preliminary to work on 
a German peace treaty. 


The economic committee of the 


ministers' council was disclosed 
last night to have been in recess 
since Tuesday. One authoritative 
informant said it never would 
meet again unless somebody pro- 
duced a really new proposition. 


The key economic problem, was 


Russia's demand for 510,000,000,- 
000 in German repaartions over a 
20-year period, some of it from 
current production, and western 
opposition to this demand. 


Seek Better Position 


Under the circumstances, 
at 


least some of Marshall's associ- 
ates were known to have been 
thinking about the next steps to 
be taken by the western powers if 
the Moscow negotiations should 
prove as ineffective as some have 
feared, and reports to complete 
the economic unification of west- 
ern Germany were reported to be 
considered highly desirable. 


Some very informal -inquiries 


were believed to have been made 
of the French along these liries. 
These were reported to have elic- 
ited a show of friendly interest 
but no commitments. 


U. S. sources said the real key 


to the situation lay in internal 
French politics, where they de- 
clared the Communists sought to 
hold foreign policy as nearly as 
possible in line with Soviet policy. 
They said the ultimate outcome 
of any merger proposal would de- 
pend, more than anything else, 
upon how French politics went in 
the next few months. 


American policymakers asserted 


strongly that they did not want 
Germany split between east and 
west but contended also that they 
must work with the situation as 
it stood. They said that if .they 
had to deal with a Germany in 
pieces, they wanted the biggest 
and economically strongest pieces 
possible.

Ceaseless massage, constant hours of running- and the legs were 
is good as new . . . except for masses of scars. 


A few years later he found himself in track and under expert 


caching and guidance developed into the country's premier per- 
ormer in track's most spectacular event—the mile. 


Now he's on the sawdust trail . . . following- the precedent estab-

work" will be one of the exhibits 
in Fort Wright's open-house cele- 
bration of Army Day, April 
It is the target cloth robe on 
which Lt. Frances H. Hayes of 
Dixon, WAC adjutant at the fort 
has stitched the sleeve patches 
worn by American troops during 
World War n in every operations 
theatre from the nation's capital 
to the Pacific islands. 
' 


Concentrating on army insignia 


only, Lt Hayes began her col- 
lection ;•• when . she first enlisted 
in the WAC in 194.4. She now has 
319 of the embroidered identifi- 
cation patches. As -she uses only 
new ones, her 
historical /hobby 


has cost 
her 
over 
5100, 
the 


individual 
patches 
varying 
in 


price from fifteen cents to $140. 


The WAC officer prefers the 


"fighting" patches, that drama- 
tize the. combat work of the units 
they represent, such as the black 
widow spider 
of 
the 
airborne 


fighters and the tank destroyer's 
black panther crushing; a tank in 
its teeth. 


Other favorites are the humor- 


ous anti-aircraft patch depicting 
a goldminer cracking away at an 
airplane with 
a 
pair 
of six- 


shooters; the 
obsolete 
Alaskan 


defense patch with its coy baby 
seal 
under a 
flaming 
aurora 


borealis. Much prized is the palm 
tree and white sailboat of the rare 
Guam patch, Lt. Hayes finally, 
secured after two years' shopping 
in army supply stores all over the 
country . 


The robe itself, cut in Chinese 


style, is of the strong, cream- 
colored spun rayon used by the 
Army Air Forces for the" long 
"sleeves" towed behind planes as 
moving targets in training aerial 
gunners. 


, "When I planned the robe," Lt. 
Hayes said,, "I intended to use it 
as "a housecoat. But those, patches 
are heavy, designed to withstand 
hard wear on active duty uni- 
forms. Sewed on the robe, they 
gave it the rich stiffness of the 
ceremonial 
court 
dress 
of 
a 


Manchu princess. So I decided to 
keep it for a show piece and wear 
it only to costume parties with 
high-heeled Chinese clogs/' .• 


Lt. Hayes, a native of Illinois, 


is a sculptress in civilian life, and 
a member of the All Illinois So- 
:iety of Fine Arts. Her work has 
been exhibited in the Michigan 
Avenue. Art Gallery in Chicago.
